This be¬ 
ing the case, whoever may appear 
with successful pretensions to be¬ 
ing the mast desired of the peoples 
he will seenre their devoted ser¬ 
vice, and under his generalship 
there will be a time such as never 
had been or likely to be again 
Professor Rnoker thinks, however, 
that the influence of Napoleon has 
been in the interests of universal 
peace. He believes the pious and 
more intelligent elements of socie¬ 
ty will repress actual hostilities, 
and that war between civilized na¬ 
tions has virtually oeased to be 
among the probabilities of the fu¬ 
ture. One of the great surprises 
that has affected him recently was 
the attitude of Christian nations in 
not commanding the peace be¬ 
tween China and Japan. There is 
a much greater surprise in store 
for him should he live out the 
three score years and ten allotted 
to man. Before that time he will 
see and realize that in the name of 
religion, in the interests of peace 
the sword will be appealed to.

The True Pbinoiple in Sunday 
Legislation.— “The chief fault 
with what are called our Sunday 
laws is that they had their origin 
in a desire to enforce a religious or

The former ia not a sound basis of 
Lsgisfetian. 

“So far as laws relate especially 
to Sunday, they should have other 
than religious grounds. Not only 
religious teachings but the custom 
of centuries in Christian lands has 
established the first day of the 
week as a day of worship and of 
rest, and there is no need of argn- 
ment in support of its mainte¬ 
nance. Those who desire, to use 
it for worship are entitled to pro¬ 
tection from any disorders or dis¬ 
turbance that wonld interfere with 
the fullest enjoyment of their right 
in that respect. Those who desire 
to use it for rest and recreation 
should be protected against coer¬ 
cion of employers or others to oora- 
pel them to forego that privilege 
against their will... .In making 
laws relating to ‘the subject, the 
purpose and scope of legislation 
should not be lost sight of. It is 
not to coerce anybody into a relig¬ 
ions observance, bnt to proteot nil 
in their reasonable rights and lib¬ 
erties as citizens, and to protect 
society against evils injurious to 
he general body of citizens.”—
